The Board will be very happy to sell ali
the town lots and see them improved, but can-
uot be expected to do so at the price of land
lying away outside the town. Ithas land
there also for sale, for farming purposcs, at
very reasonable rates and on easy terms of
payment.

I hope this assurance will be sufficient to
satisfy every reasonable mind that the Board,
even from upurely business pointof view, is
interested in secing Rughby in the most pros-
perous andfloarishing condition. It is doing
its part towards this end, and really has done
more thao any other colonization company ever
did before, Dut it must be remembered that
